WASHINGTON (AP) - Fed­

Admin istrator 
John H. Shaffer say s the super­ 
son ic tran sport airplan e (SST) 
will be the most productive ma­ 
chin e in tran sportation history , 
an d n ot simply a luxury for the 
jet-set. 
“The SST is n ot a frill, n ot 
somethin g just for the few.’* 
Shaffer said Thursday . “It has 
n ot a damn thin g to do with the 
jet set. 
“ People who wan t to fly are 
g oin g to use an d n eed a faster, 
more productive piece of equip­ 


men t.” he added. 
Shaffer made the remarks in 
a talk before FAA officials an d 
employes at a ceremon y mark­ 
in g the fiftieth an n iversary of 
the establishmen t of flig ht serv­ 
ice station s—small radio sta­ 
tion s set up to g ive airplan e pi­ 
lots weather an d direction in for­ 
mation . 
“It is 50 y ears sin ce the air­ 
plan e became useful in a com­ 
mercial an d social sen se,” he 
said. “The SST is as log ical in 
the evolution of aviation as 
those old airplan es you saw on a 


movie screen today , as n atural 
in the evolution of aviation as 
run n in g is after walkin g .” 
Shaffer referred to a state­ 
men t this week by Sen . William 
Proxmire, D-Wis. that the SST 
would be a frill which could ben ­ 
efit on ly about 1 per cen t of air 
travelers an d would be a n ice 
thin g for some jet-setters. 
Proxmire discussed a report 
by a House-Sen ate subcommit­ 
tee on econ omy in g overn men t 
which declared that the SST 
would cost $.1 billion , would earn 
little or n o return , an d would be

“We live in a dru g-obsessed society.“ 
says dru g expert Joel Fort. M.D., who 
backs u p the statement with imposing 
credentials. 
Doctor, au thor and lectu rer. Fort has 
been consu ltant on narcotics to the World 
Health Organization, professor in the 
School of Social Welfare at the University 
of California, creator and director of the 
Center for Special Problems in San Fran­ 
cisco and is presently co-director of the 
National Sex and Dru g Foru m. 
As he recently told a dru g abu se work­ 
shop at Colu mbia University, from the 
moment of birth, ou r children are raised 
on propaganda for dru gs, inclu ding alco­ 
hol and nicotine, throu gh massive adver­ 
tising which promises “ happiness, sexu al 
pleasu re and eternal you th “ 
Adu lts encou rage you ng people to 
reach for dru gs as a matter of cou rse m 
everyday life. Children see their parents 
drinking and smoking every time they 
socialize, and they natu rally conclu de, 
explains Fort, that a meaningfu l rela­ 
tionship is impossible withou t the aid of 
some chemical. 
This opens u p a provocative line oi 
thou ght, for ou r society is obsessed with 
many other things besides dru gs. 
We are. for instance, personal-hygiene 
obsessed. From earliest childhood, to­ 
day’s 
television-reared 
generation 
of 
you ng people has been bombarded with 
incessant propaganda promising the re­ 
wards of happiness, sexu al pleasu re and 
eternal you th throu gh daily u se of the 
right mou thwash, the right hair cream, 
the right toothpaste or u nderarm deodor­ 
ant, the right antibacterial soap. 
This explains why you ng people these 
days are so well-groomed and shiny. So 
devoted are some of them to the cu lt of 
cleanliness that they cannot see a body 
,>f water, su ch as the Reflecting Pool in 
front of the Washington Monu ment, with­ 
ou t experiencing an overwhelming u rge 
to take off their well-lau ndered clothes 
and perform the rites of lavation. 
We are also a nu trition-obsessed so­ 
ciety, again bombarded with incessant 
appeals to ou r gastronomical instincts. 
Children see their parents eating every 


time they socialize and natu rally (•(in­ 
clu de that a meaningfu l relationship is 
impossible withou t the aid of some snack 
or repast. 
Some kids, not fed enou gh at home, 
have even taken to panhandling strangers 
for a few coins to bu y more food with 
which to stu ff themselves, it is no co­ 
incidence that the word for money is 
“ bread' in their argot. 
We have also traditionally been work- 
obsessed. For generations, the goal of 
every American lias been “to get ahead'1 
— to win that promotion, win that girl 
next door, get that hou se in the su bu rbs. 
This explains why you ng people do 
nothing bu t work, work, work, never 
taking time off ju st to loat arou nd and 
have fu n. 
An offshoot ot ou r work-obsession is 
ou r emphasis on “ ru gged individu alism,“ 
which explains why children never blame 
their parents or society for their failu res, 
why one never sees more than two or 
three you ng people in a grou p at one time 
and why they never indu lge in su ch forms 
>♦ mass hysteria as cau se-cru sading or 
rioting. 


We are edu cation-obsessed, which ex­ 
plains why college you ths today demand 
heavier cou rse loads, stricter teachers 
and more severe grading. 
We are patriotism-obsessed, which ex­ 
plains why military recru iting offices are 
jammed with applicants and why you ng 
America is constantly calling for more 
and bigger wars. 
We are law-and-order-obsessed, which 
is why you ng people never qu estion le­ 
gally constitu ted au thority. 
We are, cu rrently, obsessed with pollu ­ 
tion in all its forms, from exhau st emis­ 
sions to noise, which explains why you ng 
people disdain high-powered cars or ear- 
splitting motorcycles, why they never lit­ 
ter, and why their mu sic is a gentle 
thru m and why they never speak above 
a cou rteou s whisper. 
You name it, we're obsessed with it.

Despite the many oil spills already 
distu rbing the su ddently pollu tion-con­ 
sciou s world, the magnitu de of the dan­ 
ger from ocean-borne oil traffic is not 
yet realized. 
Bu t the evidences of endu ring peril 
from this sou rce are beginning to mou nt. 
Thor Heyerdahl, famed explorer of su p­ 
posed ancient ocean sailing rou tes, re­ 
cently offered a small bu t dramatic ex­ 
ample on a television show. Fresh from 
his su ccessfu l westward voyage across 
the Atlantic in a frail craft, he held u p 
an oil lu mp Impregnated with barnacles. 
He had fou nd it in midocean. Oil once 
spilled does not ju st “go away” with 
some convenient tide. 
More stu nning thou gh little pu blicized 
has been the scientific work done in Mas­ 
sachu setts at the Woods Hole Oceano­ 
graphic Institu tion. By odd circu mstance, 
an oil barge bearing a mere 650 tons of 
fu el oil last September stru ck rocks at 
West Falmou th harbor, and Woods Hole 
scientists were able to stu dy the conse­ 
qu ences almost at their door. Their find­ 
ings are devastating. 
7’he damage, they su ggest, can be and 
probably is far greater than the su rface 
evidences depicted for u s u p to now — 
the despoiling of beaches, the killing of 
water birds and other marine life. 
Some of the “satu rated hydrocarbon 
fractions“ of the spilled oil got into the 
tissu es of still living oysters and other 
sea animals. The feared consequ ence is 
that by a chain of events common to 
ocean ecology, similar to that which oc­ 
cu rs on land, the smaller affected marine 
organisms will be eaten by larger ones 
and they in tu rn by still bigger ones, u n­ 
til the menace from living sea animals is 
widespread. 
Dr. Max Blu mer of the Woods Hole 
chemistry department pu ts it blu ntly; 
“All cru de oils and refined oils are 
poisons for all marine organisms — and 
for man.’’ 
After the West Falmou th oil barge 
spill, dead sea creatu res washed ashore 


were nearly knee-deep on the beaches. 
The real key, thou gh, is that almost a 
year later the only living thing in the 
affected area is a worm that thrives in 
pollu ted waters. And the scientists su g­ 
gest that every storm restirs oil-satu rat­ 
ed sediments and spreads the danger 
anew. They estimate it may take three 
to five years for the offshore waters to 
cleanse themselves, and a decade for ad­ 
jacent marshes to become healthy again. 


The Woods Mole specialists obviou sly 
are u nimpressed by ship owners' or oil 
companies’ efforts to “neu tralize” spills 
with detergents and other dispersing 
chemicals. They take no comfort from 
the tact the beaches are now clean on 
the British coast where the tanker Torrey 
Canyon three years ago fou ndered and 
du mped 100,000 tons of cru de oil in the 
first really staggering spill of this era. 
They specu late that some of the dispers­ 
ing chemicals may actu ally aid the 
spread of poisonou s oil elements. 


The most seriou s aspect of all this is 
that massive ocean oil traffic is growing 
ever greater with each passing month. 
We are into the era of the su pertanker. 
The SS Universe Ireland, one of six of its 
kind, is a 326,000-ton vessel which can 
carry 2.4 million barrels of oil. 
The end of tanker development is not 
in sight. A 367,000-ton carrier is soon to 
be ready, and plans are u nder way for 
vessels u p to 500,000 tons. Ultimate ships 
twice as big may be bu ilt. Obviou sly no 
canals, no known world harbors and no 
normal loading and u nloading equ ipment 
will be su itable. Extensive new offshore 
terminal facilities, often involving su b­ 
marine pipelines, are being created to 
accommodate these oil-bearing monsters. 
The risk of spillage from u nderwater 
lines is plain enou gh. And despite all pre­ 
cau tions of constru ctions, there will al­ 
ways be some carelessness at sea and 
the danger of accident with resu lting co­ 
lossal spills dwarfing any we have had 
thu s far.

HERE AT BRUSSELS Brit­ 
ain is now making its third 
pitch.

Chancellor of the Exchequ er 
by Prim e Minister Edward 
Heath — and Mr. Heath over 
a barrel. 
I WAS IN ROME for the

All the continen­ 
tal leaders know that if Brit­ 
ain had had her way there 
wou ld be no Common Market 
today.

Market objectives. 
The Commonwealth overseas 
always benefitted more front 
these British concessions than 
England did. a fact generally 
overlooked.

wealth’s widespread opposi­ 
tion to the motherland’s u n­

and wants to move in, withou t 
bu rsting the fou ndation with 
new problems that cou ld top­ 
ple it. The added complica­ 
tions wou ld be enormou s, es­ 
pecially in labor and agricu l­ 
tu re. 
MORE THAN 600.000 Ital­ 
ians now work in the cu t her 
Common 
Market 
cou ntries. 
And today’s ebb and flow of 
the French workers into Ger­ 
many, 
the 
Belgians 
into 
France, 
the 
Germans 
into 
Belgiu m, 
etc., 
in 
a 
great 
whirling advance of over-all 
produ ctivity has been fu nda­ 
mental in the Common Mar­ 
ket su ccess. 
BRITIAN’S 
proposed 
en- 
t r a n c e , 
however, hardly 
known to u s, never has in­ 
clu ded this migratory labor 
provision. In fact, when Welsh 
coal mines tried to employ 
Italian labor on even a small 
scale to make u p a labor 
shortage, the British u nions 
w ent on strike. 
MOREOVER, the Common 
Market itself is a series of 
specific, complex obligations 
— a treaty very hard to live 
with and fu ll of stresses and 
strains. These obligations rep­ 
resent a Hercu lean task of 
u nification even withou t Brit­ 
ish and Commonwealth com­ 
plications. 
FOR 
EXAMPLE, 
cheap 
I t a l i a n refrigerators and 
washing machines are flood­ 
ing France. The resu lting lay­ 
offs 
of 
French 
appliance 
workers have become a politi­ 
cal issu e for President Pompi­ 
dou . At the same time Italian 
textile makers complain abou t 
ihe inru sh of materials from 
giant now mills in Lyons and 
other 
pressu res 
from 
the 
overbu ilt French textile indu s­ 
try'. 
THE LARGEST single prob­ 
lem in West German agricu l­ 
tu re is the sea of cheap 
French wheat flowing to Ger­ 
man flou r mills. Cheap Italian 
wine, in tu rn, is even affect­ 
ing vineyard prices in the 
Rhineland 
And, topping off 
su ch tensions, every Common 
Market cou ntry except Italy 
is experiencing a milk glu t. 
HAD YOU DRIVEN with 
this writer on 
Normandy’s 
lovely roads only a few weeks 
ago you wou ld have seen 
French dairy' farmers drama­ 
tizing and pu blicizing their 
plight by stopping cars and 
giving their milk away in 
large cartons 
BRITAIN 
IS 
discovering 
here that the Common Market 
cou ntries have no intention 
whatever of allowing Britain, 
and a tremendou s inflow of 
Common vea I th 
agricu l tu ral 
commodities, to share their 
markets w here they are self- 
su fficient and that they intend 
to write their own terms. 
BEHIND THE scenes, the 
six are simply saying to Brit­ 
ain. “If this is protectionism, 
so be it.”

The SST

Trying to stop su personic 
flight is like trying to S*°P 
next winter — it’s that inevit­ 
able. The only qu estion is 
whether you will be flying an 
American, British. French or 
Ru ssian SST in the late 70s 
when you go overseas. Mean­ 
while. some of the environ­ 
mentalists are having a field 
day making su re it isn't an 
American SST you ride in. 
CAN THEY really be se­ 
riou s with some of their ob­ 
jections? That it will inhibit 
the sex life of domestic mink: 
that 
potential 
atmospheric 
changes from the SST cou ld 
decrease the temperatu re of 
the earth u shering in a new 
Tee Age; or on the other hand 
cou ld also increase the earth’s 
temperatu re enou gh to melt 
fhe polar ice cap and cau se 
extensive flooding. One might 
argu e that if it really in­ 
creases 
a n d decreases 
the 
earth’s 
temperatu re 
at 
the 
same time nothing will really 
change. 
NOT ALL THE argu ments 
of the SST opponents are fatu ­ 
ou s. and we are all very seri­ 
ou sly concerned abou t envi­ 
ronmental effects both in the 
air and on the grou nd. Bu t 
it mu st first be made clear 
that the SST project wasn’t 
recently dreamed u p to ac­ 
commodate a few jet-setters 
swinging back and forth be­ 
tween New York and Pans. 
That’s the impression many 
seem to have of the program 
ACTUALLY. IT was more 
than 
nine 
years 
ago 
that 
President John F. Kennedy 
said the government wou ld 
help private indu stry bu ild the 
SST. The government had a 
du ty to help pay for the devel­ 
opment of the SST. Mr. Ken­ 
nedy said, ‘‘becau se the na­ 
tional interest demands it.” I 
su bmit that the national inter­ 
est demands it no less today. 
BY NATIONAL interest I do 
not mean prestige. T mean 
pu rely economic benefit 
to 
this nation resu lting from the 
produ ction, sale and long-term 
airline u se of an American 
SST. 
HERE ARE some pertinent 
facts 
abou t 
the 
economic 
benefits: 
U.S. AIRCRAFT e xpor t s 
have been ru nning at abou t 
$1.25 billion per year — the 


largest single factor In ou r 
balance of trade. With for- 
eign-bu ilt-only SST’s, the total 
negative effect on the aircraft 
import and export accou nt in 
the 
U.S. 
balance 
of trade 
cou ld reach 
¡116 billion by 
1990. 
BASED ON the sale of 500 
SST’s, the U.S. can realize $20 
billion of economic growth in 
the next 20 years. 
TO BUILD these new air- 
craft, 50,000 new jobs will be 
created in the aerospace in­ 
du stry, half of which will be 
in the plants of su bcontractors 
located 
in 
almost 
all 
the 
states. Secondary employment 
effects 
cou ld 
resu lt 
in 
as 
many 
as 
150,000 
additional 
jobs. 
THE SST's effect on the en­ 
vironment is, of cou rse, of u t­ 
most importance to every citi­ 
zen. I am convinced that the 
government is doing all in its 
power to determine ju st what 
these effects will be. The De­ 
partment 
of 
Transportation 
has stated that “according to 
the 
best 
scientific 
opinion 
available, the possibilities that 
SST operations might affect 
weather, temperatu re, or the 
su rface environment adverse­ 
ly are very remote.” Nonethe- 
ess. an Environmental Advi- 
less, an Environmental Advi­ 
sory Cou ncil of noted special­ 
ists has recently been formed 
for research. 
PROBABLY THE most u n­ 
popu lar aspect of the SST is 
the possibility of sonic boom. 
Few people know that a Fed­ 
eral air regu lation is now in 
the making which will prohib­ 
it the operation of su personic 
aircraft over popu lated areas 
at speeds that wou ld cau st 
a sonic boom to reach th# 
grou nd. This regu lation will 
be binding on the U.S. SST 
and the su personic transports 
of other nations operating in 
ou r airspace. These facts are 
not u su ally inclu ded in the 
fu ll-page ads of those who 
wou ld u se the most inconclu ­ 
sive and preliminary scientific 
findings to charge the SST 
program with “hastening the 
end of the American wilder­ 
ness.” 
EVEN THE 
MOST vocal 
opponents of the SST will. I 
think, admit that this new air­ 
craft, 
which 
will 
cu t fou r 
hou rs from a New York to 
London 
trip 
(down 
to 2,/a 
hou rs), will certainly bring all 
the nations of the world closer 
together.

been “shucked” or cut at the 
end. 


Now equip y ourself with a 
serving table of some kind, sev­ 
eral sizable salt shakers, and 
melt a pound of butter and 
place it in a warmed dish so 
y ou m ay keep it in a liquid 
state. You’ll also need a good 
brush for buttering the corn. An 
inexpensive 
t w o - i n c h paint 
brush will do. 
When the fire is right, y ou’re 
ready to start the corn roast. 
Incidentally , 
there 
are many 
devices employ ed to know when 
the fire is right. For com , I’d 
say to place y our hand over 
the coals and count one-one 
thousand, 
two-one 
thousand, 
three-one thousand. If you have­ 
n’t withdrawn the member to 
avoid a burn, Ihe fire is right 
for corn roasting. 
Place as many ears as you 
can on the grill, leaving just 
enough room so that the corn 
can be turned. Keep turning the 
ears as 
you observe they ’re 
cooking. The shucks will begin 
to dry out, perhaps burn lightly 
as they cook. 


Keep turning until the ear has 
had 
a 
chance 
to 
cook 
all 
around. Generally it takes about 
20 minutes to bring the ear to 
the desired doneness, but the 
best method is to sample one 
when y ou feel the corn is get­ 
ting ready to serve. 
Now, put on y our asbestos 
glove and bring out plenty of 
paper napkins or paper towels. 
When the ear is done, grasp 
the base in one hand and pull 
the shucks back, including the 
silks from the top. You’ll find 
that shucks and silks come off 
very easily from the cooked 
com. 
Wrap 
a 
napkin 
or 
towel 
around the base, shuck and all. 
Brush the corn with butter and 
hand this delicacy to a guest. 
He can salt it as he desires. 
Keep repeating the process 
until all have been served and 
re-served. You can bet every one 
will be back for seconds or 
thirds. 
Roast corn served piping hot 
in this fashion is something to 
be rem em bered. You, of course, 
can see why I recommend pic­ 
nic clothes. 
You may wish to serve some­ 
thing else after every one has 
had his fill of com , but don’t 
plan 
much. 
The guests 
just 
won’t be that hungry . Regard­ 
less, try the com roast as a 
novel way of entertaining and 
don’t burn y our fingers. I said 
“ asbestos” gloves.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -S ince 
its establishment 181 y ears ago, 
the 
U.S. 
postal 
service 
has 
prided 
itself 
on 
a 
dogged 
determination 
that 
the 
mail 
must go through, despite snow, 
rain, heat or gloom of night. 


That 
commitment 
has 
not 
been 
abandoned, 
but 
it 
is 
undergoing 
certain 
modifica­ 
tions 
these 
day s. 
The 
new 
policy of the post office is to 
“ treat people like custom ers,” 
adjusting 
service 
to 
their 
demands. 


In some cases, this means 
more and better mail service. 
In others, it means a cutback in 
pickups, deliveries or hours of 
operation. 
Assistant Postm aster General 
Frank J. Nunlist told UPI in an 
interview his goal is to put 
postal service on an efficient, 
businesslike basis rather than 
cling to traditions for their owfn 
sake. 
The transition will be speeded 
by the new law converting the 
post office into an independent 
agency , but the changes alrea­ 
dy are being put into practice. 
No More Plodding 
“To hell with the nice old 
postman who plods through the 
night. I want a guy on a fast 
horse.” declared Nunlist, chief 
of 
the 
bureau 
of 
operations 
which 
largely 
runs 
the 
$10 


billion-a-y ear U.S. mail sy stem. 
For example, he said, post 
offices 
in 
some 
rural 
areas 
have begun stay ing open later 
on Friday nights to accommo­ 
date farm ers who like to come 
to town then. 


On the other hand, Saturday 
deliveries 
and 
pickups 
are 
being curtailed in some surbur- 
ban areas where the bulk of 
weekend 
mail 
consists 
of 
circulars instead of first class 
mail. 


The five-day work week is 
leaving downtown post offices 
empty on Saturday s in many 
big cities. Henceforth, they will 
either close or cut back sharply 
on Saturday staffs. 
“This is not a country where 
any organization, including the 
post office, can be handled by 
any one edict. There can be no 
national program. The key to a 
lot of our thinking is treating 
people like customers,” Nunlist 
said.

“ We are adjusting ourselves 
on the habits of our customers. 
Where some of our customers 
only work five day s a week, the

dehvery . 
Wherever possible gravey ard 
shifts are being minimized on 
weekends. Instead of scheduling 
a normal complement of clerks 
to sort mail Saturday night, the 
mail will be saved for a full 
staff to handle Sunday night in

for 
Monday 
morning 
delivert). 


This already has taken place 
to some extent in Washington,
